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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is 
described in the previous Final Office Action, dated May 6, 2008, why claims 1 , 
3-9 were indicated as being allowable. Regarding claim 2, and its dependents 
10-12, the added limitation of indicating that the coupling piece is positioned 
between the butterfly nut and the foot was not found in the cited prior art. It was 
previously indicated that D'Alessio et al. and Ono were the closest prior art found 
by the examiner. Numerous similar prior art references were found as well as 
indicated on the Notice of References Cited. None of the prior art found, 
independently, or in combination with one another, suggest that a coupling piece 
would be located between the foot and the butterfly nut. The closest prior art 
references both teach the coupling piece to be above both the foot and the 
butterfly nut. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
